p. m., disclosed 35 dead and 49 in­ 
jured. Thirty of the dead had 
been 
identified, four lay unidentified 
in 
the improvised village morgue and 
one man, identified, lay in a Lansing 
hospital. 
The 49 injured, some of 
were believed to he in a 
condition, were distributed 
two Lansing hospitals, 31 going to 
the Edward W. 
Sparrow 
hospital 
and 18 to the St. Lawrence hospital. 
Scenes at both institutions were pa­ 
thetically tragic, with injured chil­ 
dren^ sobbing out with pain, 
over­ 
flowing flu* emergency rooms 
ami 
even occupying cots in corridors. 
Andrew Kehoe, the 
treasurer, 
who was killed when a 
subsequent 
explosion demolished his automobile 
near tin* school, was held responsi­ 
ble for the tragedy in the tirst sem­ 
blance of an investigation launched 
amid the confusion of wreckage and 
dead. 
The explosion crumpled the

0L0 R I O HAS PASSED 


Meterologist Says Flood Waters of 
Mississippi River Proper Will 
Change Very Little 


WEAK SPOTS

New Orleans, La., May 18—(U.R)— 
The flood c r i s i s in the 
Mississippi 
below (fid river, 195 miles north of 
New Orleans, apparently was passed 
today. 
I. M. Cline, meteorologist of

waters of the Mississippi proper will 
“ change very little or probably fall 
slowly.’’ 
Several thousand

following the

levees. 
With the weather bureau sure the 
river crest has been lost in

Mississippi valley country was grip­ 
ped in the great flood maw. 
The little colony of Lebcau,

He offered yesterday to 
turn all prize money aeeuring to him 
from the flight, if it proved success­ 
ful, over to the family of Noel Davis, 
who was killed recently while testing 
the plane in which he planned to a t­ 
tempt tho Paris trip. 
Levine continued 
to insist

the Bellanca plane would make the 
Paris flight even if a new crew had 
to he obtained. Bertaud renewed his 
offer to buy the craft for a “ reason­ 
able figure,” but said he still felt 
the $25,000 which 
Levine 
was re­ 
ported to have set as the price was 
prohibitively high. 
Thomas L. Hill, president of the

ly by Thomas 11. Adams, publisher 
of the V incennes Commercial 
and 
chairman oi the editors probe com 
mittee. 
It is a long chapter with 
which 
jnanv people arc familiar. Air. Ad­ 
ams was appointed chairm an of the 
transportation committee of the In­ 
diana Republican Editorial associa­ 
tion. lit* took his job seriously and 
in his investigations found that pro­ 
per distribution of newspapers was 
threatened by tin* curtailment 
of 
local trains. He turned to the motor- 
bus as a means of distribution, and 
in making inquiry into the possibil­ 
ities of this method of tran sp o rta­ 
tion, lit* came in contact 
with 
the 
state highway commission. 
In this manner Mr. Adams learned 
of the “ fram ed ’’ indictments 
re ­ 
turned m the highway investigation 
cases in March, 1925, based on

Mayor John L. Duvall of India- 


napolis has been accused of corrupt 
practices, conspiracy and perjury in 
seven atiiduvits filed by 
Prosecutor 


IJeniy of Marion county, as the cul- 
mination of an 
investigation 
of 


charges of fraud and political cor- 
ruption, which was started last fall 
when the charges were made public- 
ly by Thomas 11. Adams, publisher 
of the Vinceiiues Commercial 
and 


chairman of the editors' probe com- 
mittee. 


It is a long chapter with which 


many people arc familiar. Mr. Ad- 
ams'was appointed chairman of tbc 
transportation committee of the In- 
diana Uepublicau Editorial associa- 
tion, lie took his job seriously and 
in his investigations found that pro- 
per distribution of newspapers was 
threatened by the curtailment 
of 


local trains. He turned to the niotor- 
ibus as a means of distribution, and 
in making inquiry into the possibil- 
ities of this method of transporta- 
tion, he came in contact with 
the 


state highway commission. 


In this manner Mr. Adams learned 


of the "framed" indictments 
re- 


turned in the highway investigation 
cases in March, 1925, based on 
a^ 


report of the state board 
of ac-v 


counts. The farther he went in 
the 


investigation, the more he became 
convinced that the state was houey- 
conibed with political 
corruption. 


"When he came into possession 
of 


evidence to support his 
suspicion, 


he made certain 
public 
charges 


which ultimately resulted 
in. 
the 


Marion county grand jury taking up 
the first investigation. 


Meanwhile, all of the forces which 


•were opposed lo an open and honest 
investigation of alleged graft 
and 


corruption, did all within their pow- 
er to hamper and thwart the purpos- 
es for which the investigation 
was 


called. Witnesses were spirited out 
of the jurisdiction of the court. Po- 
litical influence was used to belittle 
the probe and invectives were hurled 
at Mr. Adams. He was read out of 
the the republican parly in his own 
county and was accused of prac- 
tically everything short of treason. 


The Indiana Republican Editorial 


association 
disowned 
him 
and 


through diverse ways endeavored to 
ridicule him before the public. When 
the first grand jury adjourned with- 
out returning indictments, Mr. Ad- 
uiiis 
was subjected 
to 
another 


charge of venom from those 
who 


wore afraid for justice to be done. 
But the grand jury's report showed 
tliaj the investigation could not be 
stopped lliere. 


Another grand jury was impan- 


elled and a second investigation be- 
gun, but new difficulties arose. Men 
could not bf found to serve on 
the 


grand jury because the 
political 


pressure that was being brought to 
bear to thwart the purpose of 
the 


investigation. Finally a grand jury 
was selected, but eventually 
was 


discharged when a juror 
charged 


that William H. Armitagc'. an India- 
napolis politician, had attempted to 
bribe him not to vote for an indict- 
ment against Mayor Duvall, 
and 


told him that two other members of 
the jury were 
"fixed." Armitage 


was •convicted of attempted bribpry.

ted in the accusations against Du- 
vall and his brother-in-law, W. C.
